We have heard so much about a 


marriage which lately took place at the 
Catholic church in this city, we made 


several attempts to obtain the facts con- 
cerning it, in orderto place them be- 
fore our -readers.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Additional News from the Railroad 
Duisaster. 


. BELLEVILLE, June 22, 


The unfortunate train contained ma- 
ny ministers of the English church en- 
route home Jrom the Toronto Synod. 

About seven miles below Belleville 
station the engine jumped off the track 
carrying with it death and fearful tor- 
ture to scores of passengers. ‘The for- 
ward and baggage cars remained on 
the track and telescoped the smoking 
car and the second class passenger car, 
leaving them on top of the engine ex- 
posed to. the escaping steam of the 
boiler. 

Here the poor creatures were help- 
lessly penned for some time, breathing 
vapors of death and suffering all ag- 
ony of immersion from the boiling cal- 
dron of super heated water. An cye 
witness says, immedidately after 
the accident, he went to the second class 
car, it and the smcking car were tele- 
scoped, and on the locomotive the 
steam fromwhich, issuing from the cars 
was so dense that he could see nothing. 
One after another of the scalded vic- 
tims were crowding from the openings. 
Crow bars were immediately put into 
requisition by the passengers from the 
first-class cars, all of whom escaped in- 
jury, and the openings were made; many 
were found entangeled, and were extri- 
cated wiih the utmost difficulty. Tim- 
bers having to be broken. Five 
persons were found dead and were car- 
ried to the road side where the woun- 
ded lay for nearly three hours in the 
most fearful agony. The sight was one 
to bafiiedescription. The terrible cries 
of the sufferers rent the ears of 
lookers on, who made every possible 
effort to grant their request for water. 
Two first-class cars and Pulman car were 
comparatively uninjured and the pas- 
sengers were transhipped and went 
East this forenoon. 65 men and woman 
were fearfully scalded and otherwise 
injured 6 of whom died on the spot, 
four more have died and others are 
dying every hour. Not more than one 
third of the injured will live. Wounded 
and dying are lying stretched on mat- 
trasses on the floor of the freight shed 
somuch disfigured as to be unrecogn!- 
zable.

When martial law was declared 
October, no outrages had been commit- 
ted for a year, and none since, in our 
county at least, But the military au- 
thorities have been making arrests for 
the past cight months. The prisoners 
are taken before Judge Bond, in the 
Unite States Circuit Court, and the 
charges are alike in all cases. They are 
accused of being, or having been, mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux, and are told that 
this can be proven by members of the | 
band who are witnesses for the prose 
cution, and advised to plead guiity to 
mitigate their punishment. 

Knowing how useless resistance is, 
the poor wretches plead guilty to avoid 
a severer penalty. Thus, twenty-two 
of thsse men are suffering the penalties 
of convicts through fear, and not from 
any evidence of their crime. One man 
of fifty years approached the reporter 
and said yehemently : | 
“I did not plead guilty. I am not 
guilty, and I would not make such a con- 
fession for the world. They tried me 
on two charges, but no evidence was 
adduced to convict me. Yet it was 
meunt that I should be punished, and 
they gave me two years. Twoyears for 
being an American citizen unfortunate 
enough to live in South Carolina! I 
am not and never was a Ku-klux—what- 
ever that may be—and have always 
been a peaceable, law-abiding citizen. 
I go to prison an innocent man, but the 
hardest criminal never left his prison 
with a worse heart than I shall leave 
mine, If my life is spared, this indig- 
nity shall be avenged.” 

The men complained bitterly of being 
sent North for confinement. They 
thought it bad enough to be summari- 
ly tried, and unjustly convicted, with- 
out being taken so far from home, and 
Where their friends cannot visit them, 
They are to remain in prison until the 
fines are paid. Some of them are with- 
out money, or friends that have means, 
and they see no limit to their inearcer-. 
ation, 

The reporter said to one, “How will 
you pay vour fine ?” 

“By death,” was the answer. 

He was a cripple, pale, and emacia- 
ted, and evidently rapidly falling away 
through the ravages of a hidden dis- 
ease. Death no doubt will pay his fine, 
and cheat the prison of a tenant. 

At 8 o’clock the men were put into a 
car and taken to the Grand Central 
Depot, and they embarked for Albany 
on the 8 o’clock train.—W. Y. Sun.
